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QUESTION: I have heard the statement made so many 
times, that to be able to go to heaven you must have the 
Holy Ghost. If not, a person goes to hell—Mrs. Nellie 
Volkman, Woodruff, South Carolina. 


Jesus HIMSELF answered this when He 
said to Nicodemus, “For God so loved the world, that he 
gave his only begotten Son, that whosoever believeth in 
him should not perish, but have everlasting life.” (John 
3:16.) The Baptism of the Holy Ghost is not a require- 
ment of salvation, and all the redeemed will go to heaven. 
This does not minimize the experience, for it is an endue- 
ment with power and authority for service to God. 





Freedom may be the emptiest of all words if it means 
only absence from restraint or absence of authority. 
“Freedom of speech,” says Dr. Robert M. Hutchins, “is 
empty unless we have something to say.” What good is 
free speech if we use it to lie and fill the air with bunk? 
Freedom of worship is empty if we have no God to wor- 
ship. Someone has said that some of our people here in 
the land of the free were terribly upset when Russia 
closed her churches, but didn’t even know that their own 
American churches were open! Freedom of religion?— 
they were free of it entirely. Freedom from kings, tyrants, 
autocratic authority?—of what use is all that if we take 
it as the inalienable right to do as we please? The prodi- 
gal son had that, and it took him straight to a pigsty. 
The Emperor Nero had all four freedoms, and he used 
them all to make himself a scoundrel. 

Freedom is no good if you make it an end in itself 
and divorce it from divine purpose. “You shall know the 
truth, and the truth shall make you free.” That is posi- 
tive. Not freedom from something, but freedom to some- 
thing. Not absence of restraint, but presence of possibili- 
ty. Not just the power to do as we want, but the power 
to do what God wants. There is a vast difference between 
Christian liberty and the cheap substitute that our sec- 
ularism has made of it—From Horns and Halos in Hu-

healing? I contend as a Church of God minister 

that we do believe in divine healing. We believe in 
it because we have found it in the Old Testament; we 
believe in it because we have found it in the New Tes- 
tament; we believe in it because we have observed it 
in the Church of God down through the years; we be- 
lieve in it because we have experienced it in our own 
lives and in our services. We know it is real. 

His hands touched feverish brows and made the sick 
well again. He spat on the ground and made clay that 
blind eyes might see. And they saw. That same wonder- 
ful Healer is alive today. What He did for the people 
then He is doing for His people now. His power is real 
today. People are being healed by the power of faith in 
Christ in the Church of God in our day. 

Every God-called minister was called to the healing 
ministry when he was called to the preaching, soul-saving 
ministry. Every minister is called to preach the whole 
truth, the whole Book, the whole gospel. “Preach the 
Word” the Bible says in 2 Timothy 4:2a. We are to preach 
the Word in season and out of season. We are not to 
preach to tickle itching ears. We are to preach sound 
doctrine when ears like to hear it and when they don’t 
like to hear it. According to James 5:16, there are times 
when divine healing requires a confession of sins. 

What must I do if I am to have a healing ministry? 
What must I do if I am to preach divine healing? Must 
I leave the Church of God? No! Must I go independent? 
No! Must I fight the Church and its officials and be 
critical. No! Must I go after Christians who belong to the 
Church of God and try to persuade them and entice 
them to leave the Church and go independent with me 
because I could not have everything my way? No! Must 
I be the author of confusion before I can be a real heal- 
ing evangelist? No! Must I tear down another man’s 
work in order to build my own before I can have a 
successful healing ministry, or must I do thus in order to 
have a healing ministry? No, a million times no! 


7 OES THE CHURCH OF GOD believe in divine 


IF I AM GOING to have a healing ministry, 
I must pray. Jesus prayed. Peter prayed. Stephen prayed. 
Philip prayed. Paul prayed. Elijah prayed. Everyone in the 
Scripture who had a healing ministry was noted for his 
fervent prayer life. Prayer produces power. If I am going 
to have a healing ministry, I must guard against touching 
the gold and the glory. Elisha would not receive pay 
for his healing ministry. I must do this work freely; I 
must do it without money and without price. I have 
freely received. I must freely give. If I have a real 
healing ministry, I shall not be concerned about silver 
and gold. The Great physician healed the sick without 
charge. I shall not leave the Church of God to get more 
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Silver and gold for myself so that I can drive the most 
expensive cars and amass wealth in real estate and other 
concerns. I shall not go independent so that no one will 
have a record of my income but myself. I shall not love 
filthy lucre so much that I shall devise a plan to keep 
from paying tithes to my church and taxes to my coun- 
try. I shall not go independent so that I can live a 
self-willed life and do as I please. I shall do to others as 
I would have them do unto me. I shall treat my brother 
right. I shall not try to build myself at his expense. 
I must remember that I am working for God and not self. 

I shall do right in the sight of God and before men. 
I shall not go back on the government of the Church 
of God that I have preached for years. I shall not kick 
and quit because I didn’t get the best job or the highest 
position. I shall not become bitter because I was slighted. 
I am working for God and not for the praises of men. 
I shall be happy in the service of God regardless of my 
position. I shall not throw away the old gospel to preach 
a new one that contradicts the one that I have preached 
through the years. 
“I shall preach the power of Christ to save and heal. 
I shall preach the Pentecostal experience and the power 
of Pentecost. I shall love and serve God. I shall honor 
Christ. I shall edify the Church. I shall not down it 
and smear it and fight it. Some say (criticizers and de- 
spisers) that the Church of God does not believe in 
healing. Some have gone out from us, but they are not 
of us, for if they had been of us, they would have stayed 
with us.

people.” With these heart-gripping words, the as- 

sistant director of the Red Cross ended the week 
of waiting since Wayne and I had volunteered to help. It 
was Wednesday afternoon, the second week after Hurri- 
cane Hazel hit Haiti. As I was leaving the Red Cross Office 
and was making preparation to go on board the “M.V. 
Josie,” those words kept ringing in my mind, “Do your 
best to help my people.” 

Thursday morning about 8 o’clock we went on board 
the “Josie,” a converted LST, chartered by “Point Four,” 
our foreign technical aid program, to distribute food sent 
by the American people for the emergency. It was lovely 
sailing out of Port-au-Prince—the bay was calm, the 
mountains beautiful. 

That afternoon for our first stop, we came into the bay 
of Baraderes, one of the most treacherous in Haiti. Bara- 
deres is not on the coast but about two kilometers up 
the river. When we anchored, the captain and some local 
fellows went in to find some little boats to come out and 
take the food. Baraderes is a small village built at sea 
level by the river, right at the foot of the mountains. 
Two rivers coming out of the mountains converge just 
above it. The main business is exportation of coffee. With 
such a location, there are periodic floods, and, of course, 
with the rains that had accompanied the hurricane, 
Baraderes had been flooded again. 

By the time we had unloaded, it was dark. It turned 
out that much of our unloading on this trip was to be at 
night. After sleeping in the bay, we ran aground twice 
the next morning while trying to get out. The captain 
still says that he doesn’t know how he succeeded. 

Our next port of call was Jeremie. Our cargo consisted 
of two cars for the Public Health Department and some 
medicine. Jeremie is one of the old towns of Haiti and 
“enjoys” a reputation of culture. Some of the most prom- 
inent families and great men of Haiti have come from 
there. The town was hard hit by the hurricane but not 
so bad as had been reported. Being a place of impor- 
tance, it had received more and quicker help than some 
of the places less known but harder hit. 

At Jeremie we saw Brother Elias Jules, our preacher 
from Anse d’Hainault. He came in the day before, hoping 
to get passage to Port-au-Prince to see us and report on 
the situation at his place. We gave him some help. Our 
next port of call was his town, but we couldn’t take him 
back because the boat took no passengers. 

Anse d’Hainault was in worse condition than Jeremie. 
Wayne and I went ashore and took some pictures, though 
it was really too late for that. The preacher’s home and

the place for service—both rented—were completely de- 
stroyed. We had a new building nearly completed—the 
result of several years’ work and an investment of over 
$1,000. The only thing that is left of it is part of the 
front and back walls. Only three houses in town were 
not damaged; one was the school run by the priests. The 
roof of the Catholic church is gone. Part of the police 
station is fallen in. The majority of the houses are com- 
pletely destroyed and the rest are in shambles. Debris 
is scattered everywhere, but already you can see the 
people starting to reconstruct—most of it “temporary,” 
we would say—“lean-tos” or “makeshifts,” but they may 
have to last a long time. 


Our NEXT CALL was Cayes. We unloaded 
fourteen tons of food for Cayes. I sent a note ashore to 
our district pastor, Brother Jules Deshommes, telling him 
to come on board ship to talk with us. We had not seen 
him since the hurricane. He came next morning and 
said since we left Port-au-Prince he had written us giving 
us more details. The roof of our big tabernacle had been 
blown off; ten or twelve churches had been completely 
destroyed; and all the reports are not yet in. 

There was a Coast Guard boat in the harbour. We had 
food for six or eight small ports west of Cayes. So we re- 
ceived orders to unload fifty-seven tons onto this boat. 
It was late Saturday afternoon when we started. We 
worked until 1 o’clock in the morning and began again 
at 6:00 a.m. About 9 o'clock we left Cayes on the way 
back to Port-au-Prince. We were to stop at two ports, 
Dame Marie and Abricots. It turned out that they were 
the worst hit of all the ports where we called. 

It was nearly dark when we got to Dame Marie. It 
was a scene of devastation. Practically everything was 
down flat. There was not a roof left on a single building. 
Many persons had lost everything they had, including 
their crops and cattle. Over a hundred persons were 
killed and more bodies are still being found. The same 
day that we were there, a body was found in the river. 

The unloading began. When darkness dropped like a 
blanket, we hung a big light over the side of the ship. 
There beneath the light seven little boats—six of them 
canoes, handhewn out of logs—were receiving and shut- 
tling to shore the food that was being taken out of the 
hold and let down to them by winch. As the second mate 
and I were directing this process, he said to me: “It 
looks like something you see in pictures of the jungles 
of Africa.” 

Some of the fellows who were working said. that they

holds sway. Kings and leaders are his vassals, subjugated 
to the dictates of Russia. Mission fields are overrun and 
closed to the gospel. The Eastern people are losing faith 
in the Western “way of life,’ and western powers are 
losing face with them. Must the native Christians lose 
faith in God? Have they never seen a manifestation of 
His almighty power? 

Luke 10:1, 17-19, “After these things the Lord appointed 
other seventy also, and sent them two and two before 
his face into every city and place, whither he himself 
would come.

like to think back to his childhood experiences 

when the curtains of night had fallen and all 
the family had gathered around the fireside before re- 
tiring for the night? The word home suggests protection, 
security, contentment, joy. There is nothing under heav- 
en that is more fragrant and wholesome than a Chris- 
tian home. In the Word of God the home is exalted. 
The great pillar of home life has ever been the family 
altar with the children and parents gathered around 
studying the Scriptures and praying to God. Our home 
joys are the most delightful ones on earth. When the 
home is ruled according to God’s Word, much may be 
accomplished by its influence. 


There is far too little being done in the home as far as 
spiritual things are concerned. In many places the family 
altar has been crowded out by the rush of everyday 
life. What teaching the children get along educational 
lines is left to the school; what they get along spiritual 
lines is left to the Sunday School as very few ever stay 
for the worship hour. When the homes of our nation are 
broken, the morals of the nation are in danger. The quiet 
and rest of home life with its hours of meditation have 
largely passed away. Outside of working hours the peo- 
ple of America live in their automobiles, at the beach, 
or at some other place of amusement. In many homes 
the children hardly know their parents or the parents 
their children. The harvest of demolition of the home is 
bound to be reaped. 

Many mothers with the care of their families of chil- 
dren regret that they have not a wider field to labor for 
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Christ, but they will find one of the grandest of all fields 
in their own homes. An infidel was once approached 
by a Christian worker. At first the infidel wanted to 
argue, but the worker asked, “Did you have a Christian 
mother?” At this the infidel’s eyes filled with tears as 
he answered, “That is the one thing I cannot argue 
against.

The conversion of children is important, because per- 
sons converted in childhood make the best Christians.

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@ Our calendar is steeped in religion. In fact, every 
time you write the date you refer to some religious per- 
sonality or to some heavenly body that has been in 
time past an object of worship. The development of the 
calendar was a slow process that was handed down from 
one race to another until we have it in its present form 
today. Naturally, the religions of the various nations 
would slowly become fixed in the annual record of days. 

The names of the days of our weeks were taken from 
the religion of the old Anglo-Saxons. They designated 
each of these days as the day of one of their gods: 
Sunday means the Sun’s day; Monday, the Moon’s day; 
Tuesday, Tiw’s day; Wednesday, Woden’s day; Thursday, 
Thor’s day; Friday, Frigga’s day; Saturday, Saturn’s 
day. These three heavenly bodies, three gods, and one 
goddess were naturally important to the Anglo-Saxon 
worship. 

The names of our months are of Latin origin, and 
six of them definitely have a religious significance, and 
still a seventh is considered by many to be named after 
a goddess. January is named for Janus; February is 
named for the Feast of Purification that was observed 
on the fifteenth of that month; March is named for 
Mars, the god of war; originally May referred to a 
phase of the worship of Jupiter; July was named after 
Julius Caesar, who became a god in the Roman religion; 
August is named for Augustus Caesar, who likewise was 
deified in the Roman religion. Many think that June 
was named for Juno, a Latin goddess, but that is not 
definitely known. 

Of course, we know that our years are reckoned from 
the time of Christ, the number of the year being ap- 
proximately the number of years since His birth. The 
abbreviation A.D. stands for anno Domini, or the year 
of our Lord. Here is the confusion of religions which our 
calendar has brought about: Wednesday, August 18, 1954, 
is actually “Woden’s third day in Augustus Caesar’s month 
in Jesus Christ’s 1954th year.” It appears that someone 
in time past has been afraid of offending some religion 
through the sin of omission! The irony is that the Son 
of God, the Father of Eternity has been used in coopera- 
tion with pagan gods in the divisions of time. 

@ More than twenty-five million Bibles have been dis- 
tributed throughout the world during the past twenty- 
five years, which means that today the Bible has a 
circulation of more than one million new copies each 
year. Despite this tremendous circulation, there are more 
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than seven million families in the United States who do 
not own a Bible. These are not the homes of infidels 
(they have Bibles!), but the homes of those who claim 
to believe in God and to respect His Word. 

@ It was Voltaire, French philosopher and encyclopedist, 
who made the brash statement that one hundred years 
from his lifetime the Bible would have become a book 
of the past. More Bibles are published in one single 
year than were in existence at the time of the statement. 
It was this same Voltaire who said, “You must have the 
devil in you to succeed in any of the arts.” It requires 
ninety-nine volumes to contain all the writings of this 
vicious atheist. He was a prolific literary genius goaded 
by an uncurbed hatred of God. 

@ De Maistre described Voltaire as a man “into whose 
hands hell had given all its powers.” Contemporary 
Will Durant, in The Story of Philosophy, said, “Italy 
had a Renaissance and Germany had a Reformation, but 
France had Voltaire; he was for his country both 
Renaissance and Reformation and half the Revolution.” 
@ The Bible has been translated into 185 languages. 
Parts of it have been translated into 1,068 languages. 
No other book has ever shared this world-wide reception 
and no other book has ever been made so accessible to all 
men regardless of their language and dialect. Yet, there 
are thousands upon thousands of people throughout the 
world who have not had the opportunity of owning 
the Word of God or hearing the name of Christ.

As foreign correspondent for Christian Life magazine, 
I have written articles from the mission field from the 
point of reader-irterest. In this article I do not write as 
a correspondent to inform your mind, but as a mission- 
ary to challenge your heart. I do not write in terms of 
facts, but force. 

We missionaries find it hard to understand how people 
at home can sit like Jonahs in their little booths—care- 
free, contented, and comfortable—while millions of 
earth’s modern Ninevehs without Christ sink into an end- 
less, hopeless, Christless eternity. They are sinking into a 
lost eternity, not because they couldn’t be saved, wouldn’t 
be saved, or shouidn’t be saved; but because we don’t 
care—or if we do care, we don’t care much. 

How often we missionaries out on the battle lines of 
the world—giving sweat and tears, fasting, sacrificing, 
praying—weep over the callous indifference of unmoved, 
unstirred, unsurrendered, unconcerned, unresponsive 
souls in soft, stable America. 

_ It’s the crime of the century, and it’s caused by your 
guilt, your neglect, and your failure.

This is a blunt, tough article. If you are thin 
skinned, don’t read it, for it will hurt. But if you 
are willing to let God speak to your heart—and do 
what He tells you to do—we believe this message 
from the burning heart of a missionary can bring 
you one of the greatest blessings you have ever ex- 
perienced. Calls have come from a number of lands 
for this article, originally published in Christian 
Life magazine, to be reprinted in tract form. It is 
sent forth with the prayer that your heart may be 
stirred for missions and that you will give generous- 
ly and sacrificially to some worthy missionary cause 
with which you may be acquainted. 
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people on the earth have heard the gospel presented. 
Many of us have aimed the wrong way. 

“IT know of one church which spent more than $500,- 
000 in a building program in four years. During the same 
time, it spent only $15,000 for foreign missions. Look at 
the thousand tribes with no missionary and 1,700 lan- 
guages with nary a single word of Scripture. See the mil- 
lions upon millions dying without Christ. And around 
the world those people are crying to us, ‘Hurry, hurry, 
we are perishing without the gospel. Come and help us.’”’ 

Billy Graham is right; there are millions. I have seen 
them with my own eyes—myriads of miserable men, un- 
loved, unsought, untold, unsaved. The crime is that this 
condition exists despite the 2,000-year-old command to go 
with the gospel. 

In the past year, according to official denominational 
reports, the average American church member gave $41 
to his own church but less than $1.50 to foreign missions. 

The Church today, whether we realize it or not, is 
guilty. We dare not excuse our abominations any longer. 
It is wickedness that we refuse to warn the wicked. We 
have been unfaithful doing 1,000 good, but secondary, 
things that God never told us to do—specializing in the 
trivial, majoring in minors, feeding the fat, promoting 
our puny home-side programs while the perishing world 
has rushed toward hell. 


FAR TOO MUCH effort has been spent edify- 
ing the saints, instead of evangelizing the sinners. World 
evangelization, not self-edification, is what God wants of 
us. We are debtors to the least, the last, and the lost. 
Christ is necessary for all, or He is not necessary at all. 

Jesus depended upon men to do His work; it was to 
them that He gave His Great Commission. Yet, today it 
is women, not men, who are largely responsible for the 
evangelization of the world. Do you still wonder why I 
am protesting? God is still seeking for men. Is it only the 
women who are to deny themselves? 

We men pride ourselves on being the “stronger sex.” 
Yes, we’re strong in turning out by the hundreds to fill 
well-paying pastorates in a good climate; we’re strong in 
defending the faith and deploring modernism; but when 
God calls for a man for the mission field and finds 
none, what else can He do but send our sisters? We stress 
sacrifice abroad, but at home we stress security. If more 
of us were filled with the Holy Ghost, more of us would 
be filled with the holy “go.” If more of us were abiding 
in Christ, fewer of us would be abiding in America.

Resist the charge if you will. Get mad if you must. It 
is better to have some emotion than none. You will be 
conscience-stricken in heaven, if you aren’t soul-stricken 
now. 

While the world is growing more heathen at the rate of 
millions annually, while more are being born each day 
than reborn, while at least half of the world’s popula- 
tion remains unreached, while God’s Book remains un- 
delivered, while the gospel remains bottlenecked in Amer- 
ica, we must tremble at the terrible truth that we are 
hardly attempting the task. 

While we know all this in theory, we delay in actuality. 
We beg for time. God grant us action and unction before 
our delay dooms the unreached. 


WE HAVE CASH, but not for Christ’s cause. 
When it comes to missions, men of means have good in- 
tentions and motives but little money. They aren’t against 
missions in theory, but in practice they are like the fat 
man who believes in doing everything he can to lose 
weight except cut down on the caloric intake of his diet, 
or like the sinner that wants to do everything to get 
saved but give up his sins. The love of money is still the 
root of all evil. “There is a sore evil which I have seen 
under the sun, namely, riches kept for the owners there- 
of to their hurt,” Ecclesiastes 5:13. 

When one of the world’s most progressive nations at 
the flash of an atomic explosion was brought to a har- 
vest and when after eight years we still face the humili- 
ating fact that there are thirty times more heathen ba- 
bies born each year than people joining the Christian 
churches, do you wonder why we protest against this 
crime of the century? 

When our missionaries are sent to heathen lands and 
are not even provided with gospel tracts to give to read- 
ers that almost fight for them, do you wonder why we 
beg? 

When the city of Hiroshima, which was made an 
atomic desert, had to wait five years to have its first 
evangelistic campaign, do you wonder at our concern? 

When missionary generals like Dick Hillis in Formosa, 
struggling under the burden of providing Bible corre- 
spondence courses for over 80,000 babes in Christ, have to 
leave the work on the field to arouse an indifferent 
church at home in order to provide materials for these 
neglected souls, do you wonder why we become impa- 
tient? 
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When his twin brother in India, carrying on a similar 
ministry, braves the torrid, steamy, unbearable climate 
where children die like flies and the average person 
reaches his death before the age of 27; and then has to 
turn his attention away from getting the job done, and 
because of overwork and undersupport returns to the 
homeland broken in body and burdened in spirit, do you 
wonder why we cry out? 

When 20,000 seekers, the result of the Youth for Christ 
World Congress effort in Japan, largely dependent upon 
the follow-up literature for their survival, will have to 
be dropped from the Bible study course unless funds are 
provided, do you wonder why we warn? 

When war-weary Korea, oppressed and denied litera- 
ture in her own language for years by Japanese domina- 
tion and then by the ravages of war, now begs and pleads 
for books and tracts for the use of her growing church, 
but must be content with few tracts and scarcely over a 
dozen books, do you wonder why we care? 

When 100 missionaries in Africa and India under the 
Regions Beyond Missionary Union are without support 
and barest necessities for carrying on the gospel work, 
some having to get jobs to support their families and 
children or else go home leaving the heathen to perish, 
do you wonder why we ache? 

When some missions consistently get many times more 
women than men applicants for the mission field, do you 
wonder why we blame? 

When America, which has one minister for every 514 
persons and churches with billions of dollars already in- 
vested in brick and mortar, plush pews, expensive organs, 
lavish stained glass windows, still is foolish enough to 
spend more than a million dollars a day to construct 
still more and fancier churches, do you wonder why we 
think it is not fair? 

When you can turn on your radio Sunday and find 
nine or ten religious programs all competing with one 
another and yet realize that the unlimited opportunities 
on the mission field go unexploited and that some of the 
programs which already exist are forced to retrench for 
want of funds, do you wonder why we boil? 


THE LOGIC IS inexorable; the guilt is clear, 
and it is piling up indictments against us. This selfish 
withholding of Christ from the nations is nothing less 
than the grossest form of cruelty and wrong. You still 
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have time to join us in reading and weeping, praying and 
repenting if you want to, but to ask for revival and bless- 
ing without repenting of this monstrous sin is an insult. 
There is a time when the Bible says that even our prayers 
are an abomination. 

God give us men—brave men, heroic men, self- 
sacrificing men with a new sense of their solemn and 
neglected task who will shove everything aside and run 
to the rescue. 

If we can’t go in person, we can prevail in prayer or 
provide the financial support. Let us mass millions for 
the millions who are without Christ by turning our dimes, 
dollars, and diamonds to working capital for the king- 
dom of God. Let us lay down our treasures on earth so 
that we may lay up treasures in heaven. Don’t ask, 
“What can J do?” Rather, determine, “This will I do!” 
Then do it now. 

Forgive me if I protest in the name of the dying. For- 
give me if I protest this crime of the century.

He preached 
one thing yesterday. He will contradict it today. What he 
is preaching today is the opposite of what he will be 
preaching tomorrow. 


Christian, if you need healing, look to Christ, call 
upon the faithful pastor, call upon the faithful members 
of your church, but do not be led astray by that man 
who has left the Church, fights it, and claims a super- 
revelation from God against it. You have your Bible. 
Read it. Believe it. Stand on the promises. Put your faith 
in Christ. Love your church. Pray for your church, your 
pastor, and missions. Pray for those who would tear down 
and destroy the church that is trying to take the full 
gospel to those who have never heard the wonderful 
story. Pray for the church that preaches the whole Bible

Word has just come in from our secretary-treasurer in 
Haiti, Sister Odine Morse, as follows: 

“We have more reports of the damage caused by the 
tornado. At the latest count, we have thirteen churches 
completely destroyed and twelve badly damaged. There 
are others that are damaged, too, and there are still 
sections we have had no word from. 

“The enclosed picture came from Brother Justinville 
Cagnere, and it is of our church at Furcy, a place up in 
the mountains from here in a section that was hit the 
least hard, but you can see what it did to the roof. 

“We certainly appreciate the appeal that you are send- 
ing out for help. It is predicted by some of the United 
States Government people here that there will be more 
deaths here from starvation than from the hurricane 
and floods.” 

There is no need for me to say more. The above picture 
speaks for itself, as well as what Sister Odine Morse has 
written. Your contributions will be deeply appreciated. 
These churches can be restored for from $200 to $600 
each. If God lays it upon your heart to help, feel free to 
do His biddings.

had lost everything; yet, they were laughing and singing 
and working hard. You could tell that they appreciated 
receiving the food. Mr. Daniel Russell, the representative 
of “Point Four” who was in charge of the delivery, ex- 
plained at every port that “The American people are 
glad that they can give it, and there is more on the 
way.” The people at the places that were the hardest 
hit seemed to appreciate it most. 

Our last port was Abricots. It was the same story as 
Dame Marie—everything completely down. One of the 
workers there said, “I have nothing left except what I 
have on my back.” We left Abricots about 8 o’clock Mon- 
day morning and got into Port-au-Prince about 8 o’clock 
that night. We felt that we had done a little bit to “help 
my people.” 


NOTE BY EX#CUTIVE SECRETARY: Word has been 
received from one of our district overseers in Haiti, that 
in one community 500 goats, 150 cows, 100 horses, 150 
pigs, and all the chickens were killed. In some localities, 
the bodies of persons beyond recognition were piled up 
and burned—not buried. Starvation is the main threat 
now. Crops are washed out, the fruit is destroyed, and 
the meat supply is depleted because beast and fowl were 
killed by the hurricane.

By their intercession and faith, they can pull down 
strongholds, prepare the way for missionaries through 
opposing hosts of darkness and casting mountains of 
difficulties into the sea. Judah and Simeon went up to 
fight the foe because Israel prayed the Lord to send 
someone of His own choosing. 

If the Church were strongly united against the common 
foe, if it would rise from its lethargy and buckle on the 
whole armor of God, the enemy would have no chance 
of victory. Had the seventy kings of Joshua stood to- 
gether, Lord Lightning could not have overcome them.

He can 
point to members of the congregation 
and say with the apostles of old, “This 
is that.” Through winning many thou- 
sands of his fellow Africans to Christ, 
he has been acclaimed by denomina- 
tional and government leaders alike. 


“I thank God for the missionaries,” 
he said. “I am the product of missions. 
All I know I have learned from the 
missionaries. The African people from 
their earliest years have been taught 
to hate the white people, but the mis- 
sionaries have brought a gospel that 
has taught us to love the white men. 
The gospel of Christ is the answer to 
Africa’s problems.” 

In perfect English this eloquent and 
forceful dark-skinned evangelist told 
how Africa is being evangelized today 
by Negro evangelists who have been 
trained by the missionaries. He fully

ous church for his people, but warned 
the convention against the thought 
that in the near future missionaries 
might not be needed any longer. “We 
will always need missionaries,” he 
said. “We need them to train our 
young people for the ministry. We 
need them to publish gospel litera- 
ture. We need them to show us the 
best methods of Sunday School organ- 
ization, youth work, and how to use 
modern devices: such as, radio, to 
evangelize our people.” 


Rallies were held in the Shrine 
Mosque Auditorium for three consecu- 
tive nights. The first was a youth rally 
with Allan Hamilton, director of 
church extension work in Nebraska 
for the International Church of the 
Foursquare Gospel, as the featured 
speaker. 

The second night Bishop J. A. Synan 
of the Pentecostal Holiness Church 
delivered a masterly sermon “What Is 
Truth?” 

The final night speaker was C. M. 
Ward, speaker on the weekly radio 
hour “Revivaltime” sponsored by the 
Assemblies of God. 


Students from Central Bible Insti- 
tute at Springfield, Missouri, provided 
beautiful and inspiring music for the 
rallies. The thirty-five-piece orchestra 
and choral group of forty-four and 
other musical groups were enjoyed by 
the convention from night to night. 


The morning and afternoon sessions 
were held in the Central Assembly of 
God Church. There was a devotional 
period and a business session each 
morning. The afternoons were given 
to worship and preaching. Robert 
Lichty, of Atlanta, Georgia, was the 
Wednesday afternoon speaker. He told 
of his work in Kenya, East Africa, 
where he served as a missionary of 
the International Pentecostal Assem- 
blies. The story of the revival which 
resulted in the conversion of some 
three thousand natives within the 
space of a few months in the area 
where he was stationed thrilled the 
convention audience. 


Harry M. Strachan, of Des Moines, 
Iowa, a minister affiliated with the 
Open Bible Standard Churches, ad- 
dressed the delegates Thursday after- 
noon. He linked his message with the 
theme of the conference “The Pur- 
pose of Pentecost.” Brother Strachan 
stressed the vital necessity of the Holy 
Spirit’s anointing upon the life of ev- 
— engaged in preaching the gos- 
pel. 

Keynote convention address was 
given on Wednesday morning by Dr. 
Howard P. Courtney, vice-president of 
the International Church of the Four- 
square Gospel, Los Angeles, California. 
Dr. Courtney, who has served for two 
years as chairman of the Pentecostal 
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Fellowship of North America, preached 
on “Enoch’s Walk With God.” The 
audience was moved to shouts and 
tears during the course of his sermon. 


On Wednesday afternoon all the 
ministers and other delegates gath- 
ered for holy communion about the 
table of the Lord to remember His 
broken body and shed blood. Many of 
the delegates agreed that the spiritual 
impact of this convention was greater 
than ever. 

In the first business session, the 
convention voted to change the bylaws 
so that all ministers of constituent 
bodies who are present and registered 
at any duly-called convention of the 
Fellowship will be recognized as the 
voting constituency. 

Miss Louise Arnold, a missionary af- 
filated with the International Pente- 
costal Assemblies, served as secretary 
of the Missions Committee and 
brought the report of that body to 
the convention floor. 

The Reverend Gordon Francis, sec- 
retary of the Youth Committee, re- 
ported to the convention regarding 
the two-day Youth Seminar that was 
held just prior to the convention. The 
Reverend Ray H. Hughes of the 
Church of God, Cleveland, Tennessee, 
was re-elected chairman for another 
term, and the Reverend Gordon Fran- 
cis succeeded the Reverend Dick Ful- 
mer as secretary. 

The Reverend Bryant Mitchell, 
chairman of the Open Bible Standard 
Churches, brought the report of the 
Education Committee. The Reverend 
J. H. Walker of the Church of God, 
Cleveland, Tennessee, reported for the 
Radio Committee. The Reverend R. C. 
Cunningham, editor of The Pentecos- 
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tal Evangel, official weekly magazine 
of the Assemblies of God, read the 
report of the Publications Committee.

RED BOMBERS NOW FASTER 
THAN SOUND 


PHILADELPHIA, Pa. (EP) Secre- 
tary of the Navy Charles S. Thomas 
said recently that Russia has atom- 
pomb-carrying airplanes that fly 
faster than the speed of sound. His 
statement apparently was the first by 
a qualified American official to at- 
tribute such speed to Russian bombers. 

The Air Force has said only that 
Russian jet bombers, unveiled last 
spring, have given the Soviets the 
ability to wage intercontinental air 
warfare with fast planes comparable 
to the B-47 all-jet bomber and the 
even larger and more powerful B-52. 


UCLA LIBRARY GETS 
RARE BIBLE 


LOS ANGELES (EP) One of twenty- 
five Bibles printed especially for the 
coronation of Great Britain’s Queen 
Elizabeth has been acquired by the 
University of California at Los Ange- 
les Library. The copy of this Bible 
presented the Queen was the one up- 
on which she took her royal oath. Al- 
most all of the other twenty-four cop- 
ies now belong to members of the roy- 
al family or to heads of the Common- 
wealth Nations, according to Librari- 
an Lawrence Clark Powell. 

The King James Version Bible, 
which was printed at Oxford Uni- 
versity Press, was a gift from the 
Friends of the UCLA Library. The Bi- 
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ble is a masterpiece of book produc- 
tion. Printed on custom-made Oxford 
india paper, it was bound in red 
crushed levant morocco by the fa- 
mous English binders, Sangorski and 
Sutcliffe. The binding was designed 
by artist and illustrator, Lynton Lamb. 
It was then encased in a blue velvet 
box cover. On the front is the Queen’s 
Yi ag cipher embossed on white pig- 
skin. 


ARMY REVEALS TERROR OF 
NERVE GASES 


WASHINGTON, D. C. (EP) The 
Army disclosed recently the terrifying 
effect of powerful new “nerve gases” 
which can paralyze and kill a person 
in a matter of minutes. The effect of 
the gases, far more deadly than any 
war gas ever produced, is to damage 
the central nervous system, rendering 
the victim helpless to control his 
muscles or organs. 

The symptoms and defensive meas- 
ures against nerve gases are reported 
officially for the first time in a new 
Army Air Force field manual on “De- 
fense Against CBR (chemical, biologi- 
cal, and radiological) Attack.” The 
manual says in “low concentrations,” 
the gases cause a runny nose, tight- 
ness of the chest, and dimness of vi- 
sion. The pupils of the eye contract 
and there is dimmed vision for one to 
three days from “a minimum amount 
of vapor exposure.” 

These first symptoms in more se- 
vere exposure are followed by diffi- 
culty in breathing, excessive perspira- 
tion, nausea, vomiting, abdominal 
pains, twitching, jerking, and stagger- 
ing, and finally, headaches, confusion, 
drowsiness, convulsions, coma, and 
death. The booklet makes it plain 
there are only limited defenses against 
the gases and that speed is essential. 

The gas, in a liquid or vapor form, 
is usually colorless and has no odor, 
except perhaps a faint, sweetish one. 
While they may be delivered in a liq- 
uid form, nerve gases “quickly build 
up dangerous vapor concentrations.” 
At the first symptoms, the manual ad- 
vises the soldier to give an alarm, put 
on his gas mask and inject himself 
with atropine, a common drug in ev- 
ery soldier’s gas protective kit. 

Nerve gases can enter the body—ei- 
ther in liquid or vapor form—through 
the eyes, nose, mouth, or pores of the 
skin. A well-fitted gas mask can cut 
off entry of the gas around the face, 





but it can seep through ordinary cloth- 
ing. When absorbed in liquid form 
through the eyes, mouth, or nose, the 
gas has an almost immediate effect, 
with symptoms appearing in one or 
evo oe a absorbed through 
, the symptoms appear 
five to twenty minutes. ——
